CEMENT  DUST. 


Visits  have  been  made  to  the  works  and  consultations  held  from  time  to  time 
with  their  officials  and  with  Dr.  Carter,  the  Inspector  under  the  Alkali  Acts.  On 
one  occasion  Dr.  Jones  and  Mr.  Arnaud  (County  Analyst)  from  Maidstone  also  joined 
in  the  consultations  and  visits.  The  present  position  is  as  follows ; — 

Johnson’s  Works  are  now  fully  equipped  with  electrical  precipitators. 

Kent  Works  are  fully  equipped  with  water  spray  apparatus.  This  method  is  probably 
slightly  better  than  that  of  the  electrical  precipitator,  but  it  is  found  in  practice 
to  be  much  more  expensive  in  upkeep  and  plans  are  in  hand  to  substitute  electrical 
precipitators. 
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Swanscombe  (White’s  Works)  are  only  half  equipped.  The  equipment  for  two 
kilns  has  been  held  up  on  account  of  the  steel  shortage  but  the  electrical  apparatus 
for  all  kilns  has  now  been  installed.  All  that  remains  to  do  is  to  connect  the 
kilns  to  the  Chimney  Shaft  by  flues  which  are  connected  with  the  new  apparatus. 
The  Company  expect  the  whole  eqmpment  to  be  in  full  working  order  in  three 
months. 


Relatively  minor  sources  of  dust  emission  occur  in  connection  with  ; — 


(i)  The  Clinker  Elevator. — The  Clinker  is  hot  and  is  cooled  by  water  which 
causes  a large  amount  of  water  vapour,  which  carries  with  it  some  dust.  The  problem 
of  deahng  with  this  is  a difflcult  one.  The  method  of  water  washing  is  to  be  appUed  in 
the  near  future. 


(2)  Grinding  and  Bagging  Machine. — Here  vast  improvement  has  taken 
place  during  the  last  two  to  three  months  at  the  Kent  and  Swanscombe  Works  and 
the  system  adopted  is  to  be  put  in  operation  at  Johnson’s. 


It  has  to  be  kept  in  mind  with  the  present  day  enormous  output  of  cement  that 
a tiny  fractional  percentage  escape  of  dust  will  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  an  appreci- 
able quantity  and  its  effects  are  hkely  to  be  accentuated  in  periods  of  dry  weather. 
The  question  of  the  works  on  the  Essex  side  had  arisen  and  doubtless  some  of  the 
dust  comes  from  there.  I was  given  details  of  the  equipment  of  those  works. 
Generally  speaking  the  electrical  device  has  been  adopted  as  a standard  and  will 
soon  be  complete  in  all  works. 


Some  complaint  has  been  received  relative  to  the  Kent  Power  Station  wliich  suppHes 
power  to  both  Kent  and  Johnson’s,  of  black  gritty  dust,  due  to  the  type  of  coal  dust 
used. 


The  installation  of  cyclones  between  fire  and  chimney  is  being  carried  out  and 
will  soon  be  finished.  This  is  expected  to  be  effectual. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS.

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(c)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. — Samples  of  glace 
cherries  were  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory,  that  had  been  returned  to  the 
Army  and  Na\’y  Co-operative  Factory,  Swanley  Junction.  The  cherries  were  found 
to  be  sound  and  fit  for  human  consumption. 

(d)  Nutrition. — During  the  week,  November  ist — 5th,  a Health  Week  was 
arranged  throughout  the  Rural  Area,  8 special  meetings  for  Mothers  and  Welfare 
Workers,  with  lectures  and  supporting  films,  regarding  the  care  of  children  generally, 
nutrition  and  care  of  teeth,  etc.,  were  held,  and  subsequent  follow-up  talks  were  given 
by  the  Health  Visitors  at  the  Welfare  Centres.
